Their perſonal Revilings and 
Calumnies I could bear with Patience; but, their in- 
ſtilling the Venom of their pernicious and heretical No- 
tions into the Minds of the Populace, this was Pain 


and Grief to me. But, the more T endeavoured to pre- 


vent the 4 . of ſuch pernicious Courſes, the more 
I was traduced and repreſented as a Perſecutor of the

As to DEMOSTHENES his Character I need ſay no more than 
this, That Diownys1vus, of Halicarnaſſus, (a Man of great 
Ability himſelf in point of Eloquence, and of great Judgement 


to judge of the Ability of others, rather ſevere than favourable 


in moſt of his Cenſures) doth very ſolemnly deliver and proteſt 
of himfelf, „That, when he did ſet himſelf to read DEMos- 
* THENESs his Orations, he was ſo taken therewith as to be al- 
< moſt beſides himſelf, being ſo tranſported with the Energy 
< of his Divine Eloquence; whereby, ſays he, we may gueſs 
„ how thoſe of his Time, that heard him and were intereſted 
<< in the Subject of thoſe Orations, were affected, when the

NECA, fo abounding with ſententious Precepts of Morality,

here were in antient Times (long before the Incarnation of

Philsſaphers, and, in fact, raiſed, it to that Height of Eſtima- 
tion, that even the Grandees and ſome Princes were ambitious 
of that Title, and thought it no Diſparagement to their Rank 
and Dignity to be accounted their Friends and Supporters, and 
an to reſort to their Schools and Oratories. 
The firſt Man that made any Figure in the World of this Sect 
was one PRopicus. This Man, rambling from Town to 
Town, and from Village to Village, did, in ſet Harangues 
ſomewhat dogmatically and rhetorically - compoſed, admoniſh 
the People to abſtain lem Plea which enervate the Mind, 
and embrace Virtue after the Example of HERCULES, which 
| was very often urged in thoſe Days, to excite the People to La- 
bour and Induſtry. His Diſcourſe tho” it was always and every 
where chiefly on the ſame Subject, and with but little Variety 
of Expreſſion, yet was he - crowded every where with a vaſt 
Concourſe of People, and was held in very great Eſteem and 
Reſpect. DP * 1 a : 
This being obſerved by one GorG1as, a ſubtle Man, and 
one of excellent natural Parts he apply'd himſelf with great 
Diligence to the Study of Rhetoric and Eloquence, and, by 
continual Exerciſe, and Practice, he very much improved his 
natural Talents and Abilities. ——Encouraged by ſeveral ſuc- 
ceſsful Harangues, which were received by the general Ap- 
plauſe of the Multitude, he adventured at laſt to make his pub- 
lic Appearance in the moſt Auguſt Aſſembly that was then in any 
Part of the World, vizr at the Olympic Games, ſolemniſed every 
Fifth Year in ſome Part of Greece, | 
There GorG1as diſplay'd his Talents to ſuch Advantage 
that he got immortal Honour. He was receiv'd by the Accla- 
mations of the People as if he had been the God of Eloquence 
himſelf, and not an eloquent Man, and, not long after, had a 
Statue erected to his Memory in the Temple of ApoLLo. 
Henceforward ſuch public Declaimers were call'd Sophifs, or 
wiſe Men; for the Word comes from the Original Sega, i. e. 
Wiſdom, whence they aſſum'd that big Appellation of Scphi/ts, 
in reſpect to which a Philoſopber is a very modeſt Character, 
which ſignifies a Lover of Wiſdom,—— They pretended to ſpeak 
by a divine Impulſe, as being inſpired, tho' it was no more than 
an unwearied Diligence and Application to attain to ſuch a Fa- 
culty as to be able, upon any ſudden Occaſion, to ſpeak ſome- 
what pertinently without any Premeditation.— Their Hiſtory 
at Large may be ſeen, wrote by CREsoLL1vus, a Jeſuit, in a 
_—_— intitled, Theatrum veterum Rhetorum, printed at Paris

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If no other Uſe would be made of this ſhort Accaunt of the 
Sophifts, ſo famous of old in Greece, yet of this I am certain, it 
may ſerve as a Key to let us into the Meaning of ſeveral Paſlages 
in the Writings of St. Paul, where his arguing that the Provi- 
dence of God would not lay the Foundation of the Goſpel, as 
not in the Force of Arms, fo neither of Eloquence and artificial 
Speech, fuch as that of the Sophi/ts, or the wife Men of this 
World. As 1 Cor. i. 27. I was fent to evanpelize, not with 
Wiſdom of Words, or Speech, i. e. not with that Rhetorical Elo- 
quence practiſed by the Sophiſts ; and Ch. ii. 4. not with enticing 
Wards ORE? Wiſdom ; and again, not in the Wards which 
Man's Wiſdom teacheth : Which all along have a direct Ten; 
dency and Alluſion to the Sophits, thofe admired Diſputants of 
Greece, and probably the Darlings of the learned Corinthians,

This ſhall ſuffice for a Sketch of Oratorial Enthuſtaſm, — As 
to Poetical Enthuſiaſm, it was with them more intenſe, and, as 
they would have it, mere Inſpiration. —Segibus æthereis Spi- 
ritus ille venit, fays Ovip, who, notwithſtanding, had no ſub- 
lime Fancy and Vivacity of Invention. No Poet can do 
„any Thing great in his own Way without the Imagination or 
<« Suppoſition of a Divine Pteſence, which may rife him ta 
« ſome Degree of Enthuſiafm,” &ays a great Man, certainly 
orthodox in this, however free his Thoughts might have been on 
other Subjects. But this is not my intended Subject. It is an 
Enthuſiaſm of the worſe Sort, viz.

NTHUSIASM is a Greek Word, and may be defined in the 
Acceptation that we now take it, to bea full, but er- 
s roneous, Belief and Perſuaſion that whatever one does 
& act, or fpeak, or think, is from Divine Infpiration.*” And 
herein lies the Difference between an Entbuſiaſt and an Impaſlor; 
the one in the Heat of Imagination does moy think that he is' 
actuated by a Divine Power and ſupernatural Impulſe, tho? this 
may chance to be the Conſequence of aduſt Choler, or a diſtem- 
per'd Brain, or a blind, but eager, Zeal violently attached to 
ſome extravagant Opinion or other, which a bewildered Fancy 


careſſes; but the Inpeſtor acts againſt the Dictates of his own 


Conſcience, pretends to Raptures and Viſtens knowing they are 
counterfeit and falſe, and his ſole Purpoſe is to deceive, know- 
ing himſelf to be a Deceiver. | . 

Of deteſtable Sects and Hereſies on the Pretence of Divine 


Inſpiration, or other leis prevalent Motives, whereby Chriſti- 


anity hath been divided, defamed, and corrupted, Eecleſiaſtical 
Hiſtories are full, thoſe eſpecially that have been written pro- 
feſſedly on that Subject, as by —— and AUGUSTINE, 
where one will find ſtrange Opinions pertinaciouſſy held and 
vented by Men of too forward and raſh Zeal that loſes itſelf in 
the Mazes of Error and Deluſion. And that which is moſt to 
be lamented is, that ſome Men, otherwife of great Worth and 
Ability, thro' mere Ignorance. of natural Caufes, have been ſe- 
duced by ſuppoſed Raptures and extatic Motions, and made 
Shipwreck of the true Faith. It has been an old Remark, that 
TERTULLIAN had never been an Heretic, had he been a better 
Naturalift : And yet TERTUULIAN, ſuch a Man for Life and 
Learning otherwiſe as can hardly be parallell'd by any of his Co- 
temporaries, warped to the Sect of the Montaniſts, in whom the 
Church had as great Loſs, and lamented it as much, (faith Vin- 
CENTIUS LYRINENS1s) as almoſt it ever had in any one Man.

The Author of this 
abominable Sect was one Davip GEOROE, of Delph, in Hol- 
land, a Man of low Parentage, yet of good natural Parts, a 
comely Perſon to look on, and of a graceful Prefence. * He 
was affable and courteous in his Behaviour, diſcreet in moſt 
Things, yet cunning and reſerved. This Man was perhaps one 
of the greateſt Enthuſiaſts that ever was known in the World 
for the monſtrous Opinions that he held and endeavoured to pro- 
pagate. He firſt began, as uſual, with extraordinary Raptures, 
and,, in a Jargon peculiar to himſelf and Followers, did profeſs 
an Union with God, [from which the Quaſers did borrow their 
Blaſphemy of an Eguality with God, and that the Godhead 
dwells bodily in their Teachers]. At laſt: he gave out that he 
was the Meſſias, + and did moſt blaſphemouſſy apply feveral 
Texts of Scripture as propheſy d of him; that he had Power to 
forgive Sins; that Angels and Devils are only Virtues and Vices; 
and laſtly, as the moſt engaging Doctrine, that Matrimony is 
free, and that no Man is confinꝭd to one Woman, but that Pro- 
creation of Children ſhall be in common to all thoſe that are 
born again by the Spirit of DAVID GEORGE. — Hence they 
aflum'd the diſtinguiſhing Title of the Family of Lobe. 

He told his Diſciples, at firſt, that he was immortal; but, 
when he found the Symptoms of Death approaching in order to 
keep up the Spirits of his deluded Followers, he aſſured them 
that he would riſe again within Three Vears; which was, in- 
deed, in ſome ill - favoured Manner fulfill'd, for he dy'd at Baſil 
in 15 56, and was dug up again by Order of the Magiſtrates in 
the Year 1559. 2 Ja py een 

This Man's chief Diſciple was one HENRY NIcHOLAs, of 

Leyden, whoſe Province was ſomewhat to new- model, and ſet 
a fair Gloſs upon, the impious Doctrine of his Maſter, where- 
by it was the more eaſily ſwallow'd, as coarſe as it was.——As 
to what I mention'd from Dr. H. Mort of the Community of 
Women, I find ſome of our Methodiſis jump in the fame Ma- 
hometan Judgement, as witneſs the vigorous Teacher late of 
Saliſbury, as related in a Letter bearing Date from thence, Oc- 
tober 30, 1747, printed in the Gen. Ev. Poſt, and is as follows.

This Man, by means of an uncommon Appearance of Sanc- 
tity and Devotion, joined with indefatigable Labour in Field and 
Houſe-preaching, drew Multitudes of the meaner Sort of People, 
both of Diſſenters and the Eſtabliſhed Church, to attend him. And 
5% the grofſe/t Abſurdities have been continually advaneed by him, 
both in his Preathings and Writings, yet he had ſo bewitched his 
Fallawers, that they paid the moſt implicit Regard thereto, in ſamuch 
that his Words had greater Weight with many among them than the 
moſt expreſs Declarations of Chrift or his Apoſtles. | 

| Many ſober and judicious Perſons have often expreſs'd 
their Fears, that the nofturnal Meetings held at his Houſe were 
Scenes of Debauchery and Impurity, for now and then a Baſtard 
Child was brought into the World by ſome of his Female Devotees. 
But flill the Prieft himſelf was unſuſpected by the World, till naw 
the Hypocrite is detected, and his Vices made public, to the Scandal 
and Altonifhment of the whole City : For one of the principal Lea-

ders of his Female Diſciples, a Girl of about 18 Years of Age, bas 


declar'd herſelf with Child by the ſaid Pregcher. Being re- 
prov'd by ſome among them for ſo foul a Deed, he boldly declared, 
He thought it no Harm, but, on the contrary, that, if a Man's 
Conftitution required it, he might lawfully have to do with more 
than one Woman, provided it be not with the Wife of another. 
And to confirm them in the Faith thereof, he had the Impudence, 
laſt Wedneſday Evening, (when he took . Leave FA his de- 
Juded and corrupted Flock) to juſtify the Practice from the Caſe of 
Elkanah, as related 1. Sam. i. on which he largely expounded, —— 
N. B. This pretended Saint had a Wife and ſeveral Children. This 
licentious Practice he has vindicated in Print. 


But to return from this Digreſſion, if it may be called ſo. 

I cannot be poſitive that the monſtrous Tenets at firſt broach'd 
by Davip GEoRGE gained any great Number of Proſelytes in 
ngland, however fond of Novelties the Nation is noted for: 
But certain it is they met with a kind Reception, as they were

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ſomewhat refined by his ſly Diſciple HENRY NIcHOLAs, till a 
Stop was made to their Progreſs by the ſeaſonable Interpoſition 
of the vigilant Miniſters that then ſat at the Helm.——And 
| - this HENRY NicHoLaAs, notwithſtanding he ſomewhat po- 

iſhed his Maſter's Doctrine, allegoriſed the whole Hiſtory of 
Chriſt and his Miracles, maintained a moſt horrid Blaſphemy, 
(which yet his filly and credulous Audience digeſted very well) 
that he was conſubſtantiated with the Deity ;. that all that 
<< oppoſe his Service of the Love are deviliſh-minded ; and that 
« all Teachers out of his Communion are a Neſt of evil Spi- 
& rits.“ * And all this was ſupported by the Pride and Fury 
of his own inflamed Spirits, and an Enthuſraſtical Conceit as if 
God had enlighten'd him more than all the World beſides. | 

I ſhall take my Leave of the Family of Love with theſe two 
Remarks worth our Notice, viz. That the Succels their looſe 
and blaſphemous Tenets met with was owing, (x) That they 
conſtantly made uſe of. Scripture-Language both in Writing and 
Exhorting, which has ever been the crafty Method of falſe 
Teachers to captivate the gaping and ignorant Multitude, who, 
hearing the very Words of Scripture ſo often inculcated, im- 
mediately give Aſſent to Whatever is ſpoken,, tho? it be ever fa 
much perverted. The 2d Method was a pretended Humility 
and Self-Denial, that they of themſelves were empty nothing 
Creatures; but that their Sufficiency was from God, who has 
vouchſafed unto them the Spirit of Knowledge, made known 
unto- them by Viſions and immediate Revelation, and conſe- 
quently, however deſpiſed of Men, were the Favourites of 
Heaven.——Thus an Enthuſiaſt among rude People, if he is 
not quite crack'd, but of a bold and active Spirit, may do 
wonderful Things, ſuch as no ſober Man could ever atchieve, 
or dare to attempt. P. S. This H. NicyoLas was a Mem- 
ber of the Dutch Congregation in the Augu/tin-Fryars under the 
Miniſtry of Joan ALAsco, and then it was he had an Oppor- 
tunity of ſpreading his Blaſphemies in England. x 

But the greateſt Diſturbance, and, indeed, of the moſt dan- 
gerous Conſequence to the Church and State, was the Puritan- 
nical Faction and the Papiſis. For no ſooner was the Reformed 
Epi ſcopal Church of England legally eſtabliſhed in the Reign 
of that excellent and glorious Princeſs ELIZABETH TUpoR, 
but .it was attacked, with an Intention to overthrow it, both 
by Papiſis and Puritans, Beſides Conſpiracies and Plots to de- 
ſtroy the Government, let the formidable Spaniſh Armado be

to them as to the 0 and will fcarce allow thein the Name 
of Protęſtanis, Which they appropriate to themſelves, and to the 
Epiſcopal Church of England. — Yet theſe Men, who took 
Shelter in Geneva during the Marian Perſecution, more eſpeci- 
ally the Scotch, grew exceedingly, enamour'd of that popular 
Government by Lay-Elders and à Parity of Miniſters, as alſs 
of the rigid Doctrine of abſolute and unconditional Decrees of 
Election and Reprobation. V 
Their Behaviour was fude and boiſterous. For, the very 
next Year after the Queen's Acceſſion, Knox, that turbulent 
and fiery Zealot, had the Impudence to write to Sit WiLLIam 
Cxcit, afterwards Secretary and Treaſurer, to juſtify his trea- 
ſonable and ſeditious Pamphlet againſt the Regimen of Nomen. 
Therein he ſays, That, if Q. ELIZABETH would. 775 5 that 
the extraordinary 7 of God's great Mercy did 
make that lawful in her which both Nature and God's Laius did 
deny in all Women bfdes, none in England ſhould be more ready 0 
maintain her lawful Authority than. himſelf. But, on the other 
hand, he pronounceth this Sentence on her Contumacy, That, 
if ſhe built het Title upon Cuſtom, | Laws and Ordinances of Men; 
ſuch fooliſh Preſumption would grievouſly font God's ſufream Ma- 
Jeſly, and that- her Ingratitude in that Kind ſhould not long want 
Paniſhnment. This enthuſiaſtic and daring Epiſtle bears Date, 
April 24, 1559. Much to the ſame Purpoſe, alittle while af- 
ter, he wrote to the Queen herſelf. —Such was the reftleſs 
Fpirit and Effrontery of thoſe crack-brain'd Bigotss. 

neen ELIZABETH was a Princeſs of incomparable Parts 
and Reſolution, and had wiſe and able Miniſters, ſteady to ad- 
vance the Public Good before their own private Intereſt, unleſs, 
perhaps, one would except the Earl of Leicgſter, who, as Mr, 
>AMDEN. ſays, was, a cunning Time-ſerutr, and u Reſpecter of

The next Man of any Eminence (but neither Meare nor 
Confeſſor) that was an Advocate for the Cauſe, was Mr. CAR r-

Learning. The Occaſion of bis firſt Diſcontent was this: At 
a public Diſputation in the Univerſity before the Queen, her 
Majeſty exceedingly approv'd of Mr. PRESTO, not only for 
Strength of Argument, but alſo for his graceſul Delivery and 
handfome Deportment and Behaviour. But CAR TWRICHr, 
for his Bluntneſs, rude Behaviour, and want of Elocution, was 
not minded; whereupon he grew very much diſſatisfy d, and, 
being a proud, conceited Man, for not having that Reſpect paid 
him in the Eſtabliſn'd Church which he expected, mpugn'd it

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fdence, being full of the Gift of Prayer and ſtrong Faith with- 


al, he boaſted, That, if all the Divines of England JÞbould pray 


for Rain, if he ſaid the Ward, yet it ſhould not rain. * 


There are Two virutent Pamphlets more eſpecially that made 
a great Noiſe, wrote by the Puritans of that Age, An Admoni- 
tion 1% Parliament, and  Martim-Mar-Prelate, The firſt was 
a bitter Libel, or Invective, not ſo much againſt State- Affairs, 
as againſt the Liturgy and Government of the Church by Bi- 
ſhops. It tells the Parliament, . That it ſhall be eaſier for So- 
& tom and Gomorra in the Day of Judgement than for them; 
& and that there is no other Thing to be expected than ſome

The other, Martin-Mar-Prelate, is the moſt ilt-natur'd, a- 
buſive, and curſed Libel that ever was penn'd by Malice itſelf, 
or ever exerciſed the Patience of a Chriftian State. The Arch- 
biſhop is there call'd the Belzebub of Canterbury, a monſtrous 
Antichriſtian Pope, a moſi bloody Oppoſer of God's Saints, a moſt

CHAP. III. 


Of the Two Fainvies National Leagues, the French Holy 
League, as *tis called, and the Scotch Solemn League and 
Covenant. | ” 


HE dire and. calamitous Effects of theſe two National 
Leagues, as being acted by a fiery and ungovernable 

Zeal for peculiar Tenets of Religion, each Party con- 
tending for equal Infallibility, may well challenge a Place under 
the Category of Religious Enthu zaſm. The one was deviſed to 
ſecure the Popiſb Religion, and to extirpate Hereſy as they call'd 
the Proteſtant Religion: The. other to ſettle Preſbytery, and 
not only not to tolerate, but to excommunicate, all that would 
not conform to their Doctrine and Diſcipline; | | 
The Holy League in France began on this Occaſion about the 
Year 1589. When the Duke of Anjou, King Henry III. of 
France his Brother, was dead without Children, and the King alſo 
had no Iſſue, nor any Likelihood of having any, ſo that the 
Kingdom did of Right deſcend to the King of Navarre, and 
after him to the Prince of Conde, both of them Profeſſors of the 
Reformed Religion; Matters being thus circumſtanced, the 
Grandees of France (the Biſhop of Rome and the Court of Spain 
being privy to it) confederated together, which they called the 
Holy Union and League, not only to hinder the King of Navarre 
to ſucceed to the Crown of France, but to root up and quite to 


extirpate the Reformed Religion, which, in their Enthuſiaſtic 


Zeal, they thought to be a Service done unto God, | 

The Maſſacre of Paris was, indeed, before this, viz. in the 
Year 1572, where ſo many Thouſands of Proteſtants were but- 
chered in cold Blood with unheard-of Cruelties by the moſt exe- 
crable Rage of the mee the King himſelf, CHARLES the 


Ninth, confeſſing himſelf the Author of this bloody Maſſacre 


at the Inſtigation of the Zeſuizs, who in a ſhort Time, after that

much innocent Blood! E 8 
Good God ! That Men, that call themſelves the only ortho- 
dox Chriſtians, the Holy Catholic Church, ſhould fo far diveſt 
themſelves of Humanity, and, in a frantic Zeal, judge Cru- 
elty and the Execution of ſanguinary Laws and Edicts, made 
in their Rage and Fury, to be advancing the Cauſe of Chriſtia- 
=_ and doing a Work acceptable to God. 4 
: Vet this is the direct Conſequence and Tendency of that ridi- 
| culous Doctrine, that the Pope of Rome is infallible, and uni- 
verſal Head of the Church, out of whoſe Pale there is no Sal- 
vation. In the Seminary of Rheims (which was erected by the 
Duke of Guiſe, Uncle to Mary, Queen of Scots, the Mo- 
: ther of King James the Firſt of England) were ſeveral Stu- 
| dents, Natives of England ; and, indeed, it was intended for 
| them as well as for the Scots; and amongſt others at that Time 
were GILBERT GIFFARD, JohN BALLARD, and 
HopGtson, Prieſts. Theſe, with a certain Aſtoniſhment, ad- 
miring and reverencing the Omnipotency of the Biſhop of Rome, + 
| did believe that the Bull of Pius QuinTvus againſt Queen EL I- 
| ZABETH was dictated by the Holy Ghoſt. Strange Enthuſi- 

i aſm—— hBeing of this Belief, they, with their Accomplices, 
did enter into a Conſpiracy to aſſaſſinate the Queen, thinking it 
to be a meritorious Act to kill ſuch Princes as are excommuni- 
cated by the Pope; yea, that they are Martyrs who loſe their 
Lives in engaging in ſuch a Cauſe. Having tampered with a 
great many Gentlemen, (and ſome of eminent Note) and per- 
verted their Judgement, not only with the Lawfulneſs, but 
even the Merit of murdering the Queen, in order to eſtabliſh 
the Catholic Religion, as they were ready to execute their cur- 
ſed Plot, they were happily diſcovered, and ſuffered as Traitors 
in the 29th Vear of that Queen's Reign. 

As to the other famous League and Covenant, I take the Ori- 
mm to be in the Year 1592, which was then chiefly againſt the 

uperſtition and Growth of Popery, For, when the 2 
tamper'd every where with the Noblemen and others for the 
Advancement of the Popiſh Religion, the Scotch Miniſters, to 
oppoſe their Deſign, preferr'd a Bill in Parliament, ** That 
© whoſoever would not profefs the Religion eſtabliſn'd in Scot-

4 * trine) ſhould forthwith be excommunicate : And, if they 
] would not then profeſs it within a Year, all their Lands and

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Goods ſhould be confiſcate during .their Lives.“ And, a 
mongſt others, one GzoxGE KERR, a Doctor of the Law, 
was excommunicated ; who, to avoid the ſevere Penalty, 
thought proper to abſcond and remove beyond Sea, yet was he 
fo narrowly watched by the Miniſters, that they apprehended 
him, and brought him to Juſtice, as they called it; and, it 
ſeems, he was the firſt that felt the Laſh of Scottiſb Perſecution.“ 
But this Govenant was much enlarged in the Year 1638, a 
little before the breaking out of the Grand Rebellion. To the 
Clearing of this Matter, we are to underftand, that, in the 
Year 1618, an Aſſembly of the Secattifh Divines met at Perth, 
where they had paſſed the following Five Articles, 1. For intro- 
ducing Private Baptiſm. 2. Communicating of the Sick. 
. Kneeling at the Communion. 4. Receiving Epiſcopal Con- 
mation., 5. The obſerving, Antient Feſtivals. | | 
Theſe are commonly called the Five Articles. of Perth, which, 
tho' at this Time admitted and approved of, yet, when theſe 
very. Articles were incorporated into the Commen-Prayer-Book, ſet 
forth by lawful Authority, and intended for their Uſe, they were 
beheld as Innovations in the Worſhip of God, and therefore not 
to be admitted in fo pure and reformed a Church as that of $cot- 
land. And, in conſequence hereof, when the Covenant was im- 
poſed upon the Nation in the Year 1638, the Government of 
the Church by Biſhops, the Five Articles of Perth, the Liturgy, 
and the Book of Canons, were abjured and rejected, _ x 
In the Year 1643, when the Rebellion grew ſtrong and pre- 
vailed, this Covenant of Iniguity was brought into England; 
firſt taken and ſubſcribed by the Scots, then by moſt of the Eng- 
liſb Members and Lords, as alſo by all the principal Officers of the 
Rebel Army, all the Divines of the Aſembiy then ſitting at Veſi- 
minſter, and, to be brief, by all the Subjects which were within 
their Power, or were made ſubject to it by Force. Now, by 
virtue of this Covenant, the Party was to bind himſelf, 1ſt, 
*< That he would: endeavour in his Place and Calling to bring the 
Churches of God in all the Three Kingdoms to the neareſt Con- 
junction and Uniformity in Religion, Conſeſſion of Faith, 
«© and Form of Church-Government, as the Diractory preſcribes 
„for Worſhip and Catechiſing. 2dly, That he would endea- 
% vour, without reſpect of Perfons, to extirpate Popery and 
and Prelacy, that is to ſay, Church-Government by Archbi- 
„ ſhops, Biſhops, & c. And, 3dly, That he would endeavour 
<< the Diſcovery of ſuch as have been, or ſhall be, Malignants 
and evil Inſtruments,” that is to ſay, all ſuch as were loyal to 
the King, or orthodox in Religion, 1

e do therefore ſtrictly charge and command all our loving Sub- 
jects, of what Degree and Quality ſoever, upon their Allegiance, that 
they preſume not to take the ſaid ſeditiaus and traiterous Covenant. 
5 The barbarous Treatment, that the loyal Party ſuffered thro? 
all the Parts of the Kingdom after the taking of this impiaus Co- 
venant, cannot be parallell'd but by that other of France. But | 
more eſpecially the Clergy fuffer'd the utmoſt Rage of Fanatic 
Zeal and Cruelty. They were plunder'd, ſequeſter'd, impri- | 
ſon'd, by Mifery and Hardſhip brought to an untimely Death, | 
or ejected out of their Benefices thro? all Parts of the Realm, | 
a Detail of which would fill a Volume, as may be ſeen at Large 0 
in Mr. A. a Woop his Folio-Treatiſe upon that Subject. | 
The Rabble Multitude, inſtigated by their Entbuſiaſtic Tea- +0 
chers, committed all manner of Rapine, and Sacrilege, and Pro- 
phanation; yea, which is horrid to utter, they defiled the very 
Churches with their Excrements, and gloried in their beaſtly Na- 
ſtineſs. They tear the Common-prayer-Book to Pieces, ſtrewing 
the Pavement with the Leaves, and ſometimes uſing them to vi- 
ler Purpoſes. And, at a Time in the Cathedral of Chichefter, 
when they met with the Portraiture or Picture of that bleſſed 
l King, our firſt Reformer, King Enwarp VI. they picked 
out his Eyes, faying in Scorn, That all this Miſchief came from 
bim in eftabliſhing the Book of Common- prayer. hey ſeize on the 
conſecrate Plate and Veſtments, and break into Shivers the Com- 
munion- Table ; and, once when they were defſir'd to leave a 
Chalice for the Uſe of the Sacrament, a prophane Scot made An- | 
ſwer, They might ſerve their Turn with a Wooden Diſh. | 
In the Cathedral of Cauterbury they exerciſed their Madneſs | 
on the Arras-Hangings, which adorn'd the Quire, repreſenting | 
the whole Hiftory — our Saviour; and, meeting with ſome of 
bis Portraitures among the reſt, ſome of them ſwore they would 
Hab him, and others, they would rip up his Bowels; which they 
did accordingly, ſo far forth at the leaſt as theſe Figures in the 
Arras-Hangings could be capable of: And finding a * 
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of CHr15T placed in the Frontiſpiece of the South-Gate, they 
diſcharged Forty Muſkets at it, exceedingly triumphing when 
they hit him on the Head and Face. * | | 
It were endleſs to particularize the Madneſs, the Enthuſiaſin, 
and the Frantic Zeal, of thoſe diſtracted and licentious Times. 
And, left it ſhould be objected that thoſe and ſuch like Fanatic 
Proceedings were only the Actions of the lawleſs Soldiers and 
their imperious Commanders, heated by their Succeſs in Rebel- 
non, the Reply in ſhort is, That it was the direct Tendency and 
moral Reſult of that impious League, and had the joint Suf- 
frage of their ſeditious and enthuſiaſtic Teachers. For, when 
CHARLES II. after the Murder of his Father, was invited from 
beyond Sea by the Scots to accept of that Crown, their Miniſters. 
were very aſſiduous to inſtruct him in the Preſbyterian Religion; 
and they ſcrupled not to brand the Hierarcy and Worſhip of the 
Church of England with the Name of Doctrine of Devils ; as fays 
Rayin de THoyRAs himſelf, without the leaſt Remark or Cen- 
ſure, either by him or his Interpreter, on ſuch a horrid Expreſſion. + 
Their Religion (ſuch as it was) conſiſted in extatic Fits and 
Ecftacies, or what they call ſupernatural Raptures, and long ex- 
tempore Prayers, which they pretended to be inſpired, and an 
immediate Gift of the Holy Spirit. And yet it was a common 
Remark, and a very true one, That it was as fatal to meet a 
na Bear robbed of her Whelps, as a Colonel upon his Knees, and 
* his praying Legions about him.” And, among other gifted 
Men that Way, Major Joun WayER, a Scotchman, one of 
the greateſt Monſters of Men that ever liv'd, and actually in 
League with the Devil, was yet, by the Confeſſion of all 
* that heard him, the moſt excellent at this extempore May of 
<< praying by the Spirit of any Man in his Time; none was able 
© to come near him, or to compare with him. But ſurely he, 
*© who ſhall venture to aſcribe the Prayers of fuch a Wretch 
„made up of Adulteries, Inceſt, Witchcraft, and other Vil- 
<« Jainies not to be named, may as well ſtrike in with the Pha- 
„ 7i/ees, and aſcribe the Miracles of Chriſt to the Devil.“ 
Another diſtinguiſhing Characteriſtic of the Religion that was 
faſhionable in thoſe Days of Confuſion was a ſingular Afetta- 
tion in Behaviour. To be ftarch and formal, moroſe and ſullen, 
and to look aſkew with an Eye of Contempt and Scorn on all 
others of a different Notion, was then a Symptom of Sainiſbip, 
tho” ſuch a four and ſelf-conceited Frame of Mind is certainly 
the Reverſe of Chriſtianity. They alſo placed great Merit in

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hunting after long-winded Sermons of two or three Hours“ Length, 
which they judged more Soul-refræſping ſtill (to uſe their own

& ſtirs them up to Action, but the Warmth and Paſſion of the 
c Speaker. It is the Voice and outward Force that often make 
& the Impreſſion. Nor do the Things ſpoken operate ſo ſtrongly, 
< as the Manner of ſpeaking them, becauſe this is more obvious 
<& to the Senſes than the Things themſelves. And hence People 
c very often judge of a Man's Arguments by the Tone of his 
Voice.“ There were no leſs than Six ſuch Sermons preach'd 
before King CHARLES II. upon a Faft-Day in Scotland without 

any Intermiſſion, which ſufficiently exerciſed his Patience.“ 
We readily grant that the Emiſſaries of Rome had a mighty 
Hand to carry on the Tranſactions of thoſe diſtracted Times: 
And, indeed, they made a Handle of thoſe tumultuary Proceed-

of the Reformation. And this at laſt they brought to paſs by 
their Artifice of diſguiſing and aſſuming the Shape of the ſe- 
veral Sectariſis, by wrigling into their ſecret Councils, and taking 
Advantage of the National Phrenſy, to make the Rebels an In- 
ſtrument in their Hand to aboliſh Epi/copacy and the Liturgy, to 
murther the good and pious Archbiſhop, and, to compleat their 
Villainy, at laſt to imbrue their Sacrilegious Hands in the Blood 
of the Lord's Anointed, —— The Romiſb Prieſt and Confeſſor

And Mr. HENRY FowLEs, an Author of unqueſtionable 
Veracity, has the following Relation to confirm this. When 
the late King was murthered, Mr, HENRY Sporswoop, ri- 
ding caſually that Way juſt as his Head was cut off, eſpy'd the 
Queen's Confeſſor there on Horſeback in the Habit of a Trooper, 
drawing forth his Sword, and flouriſhing it over his Head in 
Triumph, as others did. At which Mr. SpoTswoop being 
much amazed, and being familiarly acquainted with the Con- 
feſſor, rode up to him, and ſaid, O Father / I little thought to 
have found you here, or any of your Profeſſion, at ſuch a ſad Spec- 
tacle.

ſuppoſe that it was of a Piece with his own, a Mixture of Hy- 
pocriſy, Cant, and Enthuſiaſm; and as he lived an Enthuſiaſt, 
fo he dy'd ſuch: And his Chaplain, Goopwix, who, but a 
few Minutes before his Death, had affured the People that he 
had prevailed in Prayer to have his Life prolonged, and had an 
immediate Revelation to confirm it, had now the Impudence to 
ſay to God, Thou haſt deceived us, and we are deceived —— Bi- 
Mop BurNEeT writes of him, That the Enthuſiaſt and Diſſem- 


| «© bler mixed ſo equally in a great Part of his Deportment, that 


« it was not eaſy to tell which was the prevailing Character. 
«© One ſtanding Principle he had, (fays the Biſhop) v:z. that Mo- 
ral Laws were only binding on ordinary Occaſions, but that, 
c upon extraordinary ones, they Da, be ſuperſeded : So that, 
„ when his own Deſigns did not lead him out of the Way, 
he was a great Lover of Juſtice and Virtue ; but, upon the

& Faith :---- That God's Children are not to aſk Pardon and 


* Forgiveneſs of their Sins; they need not, they ought not; 


and 'tis no leſs than Blaſphemy for a Child of God to aſk 
Pardon of Sins; *tis Infidelity to aſk Pardon of Sins, and 
«© Dav1y's aſking Forgiveneſs of Sin was his Weakneſs.” 

Lo! this was the favourite Doctrine of that Age, which has a 
natural Tendency to a general Corruption of Manners, and is, 
indeed, but the Reſult of that Maxim which then almoſt every 
where prevailed among the Diſſenters, That God ſees no Sin in his 
elect covenanted People. 8 | | 
Mr. Epwarps gives us ſuch a tragical Account of Vice and 
Immorality, of ſuch . Opinions and Blaſphemies, 2

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Ridicule of all that was ſacred, more eſpecially the Myſteries of 
Religion, and the Holy ever-bleſſed Trinity, as is ſhocking to 
a Chriſtian Ear. He repreſents the Enormity of thoſe Days to be 
ſuch as if the Gates of Hell flew open, and Satan, with all his in- 
fernal Crew, had broke looſe, and been ſuffered to belch out a 
general Infatuation. Vea, the ſaid Writer does aver, Certainly, 
(fays 0 4 MAHoMET were now alive among us, he would be a 
gallant Fellow in theſe Times, and be in great Requeſt for his Re- 
velations and New-light. Yea, we are fallen to that Madneſs and 
Folly, that I am perſuaded, if the Devil came viſibly among many, 
and ſhould preach ever ſuch falſe Doctrines, as that there were no 
Devils, no Hell, no Sin at all, but theſe were only Men's Imagi- 
nations, he would be cry'd up, follow'd, admir'd. * By this Ac- 
count we may judge, that the Power of Religion (to borrow a 
Metaphor from the Chymiſis) was a Caput mortuum; but that 
W 6 rode triumphant. | = 
I ſhall here ſubjoin what Mr. BaxTER mentions occaſionally 
upon this Subject. The Army, ſays he, (i. e. the Rebel Ar- 
my) fell into a diſputing Vein, and made too much of their 
& Religion to talk of this or that Opinion. Sometimes they 
would vehemently contend for State- Democracy, and at other 
„ Times for Church-Democracy; ſometimes, againſt Forms of 
Prayer; ſometimes, againſt Infant-Baptiſm ; ſometimes, a- 
* painſt Set-times of Prayer, and againſt the tying ourſelves to 
any Duty before the Spirit moves us; and, ſometimes, about 
« Free-Grace and Free-Will, and all the Points of Antinomia- 
& niſm and Arminianiſm.“ + 
And now, ſince I mentioned this moroſe and ſpiteful volumi- 
nous Author, R. BAx r ER, I cannot omit a pert Obſervation of 
his, and is as followeth. He tells us, that, when Satan at any 
Time did more than ordinarily ſhake his Belief of the Scripture 
and the Life to come, his Zeal in every Religious Duty abated 
with it, and he grew more indifferent in Religion than before. 
Then, during this Satanic Temptation, he was more inclined to 
Conformity tn theſe Points which he thought to be ſinful, and was rea- 
ay lo think, Thy ſhould he be ſingular, and offend the Biſhops, and 
make himſelf contemptible in the I/orld ? But, when Faith reviv'd, 
he got the Maſtery of thoſe Diabolical Illuſions. || 
I ſhall conclude this Chapter with a Remark on Mr. CALA- 
's ſpecious Account of the ejected Miniſters after the Com- 
mencement of the Act of Uniformity at the Reſtoration. Mr, 
AxnTHONY A Woop, who wrote the Sufferings of the Clergy,

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he treats in a ſcurrilous and virulent Manner, and ſays in one 
Place, That his Reflections are as black as the Vapours of the infer- 
nal Cell where they were forged. But, as to the Ejected, of 
what Denomination ſoever, or Qualifications: either, he libe- 
rally every where beſtows upon them the Character of a pious, 
learned, and painful Servant of CHRIST, one of fervent Zeal 
for the promoting of Religion, one of eminent Piety, of an 
healing Spirit, an able Preacher, one of an exemplary Conver- 
ſation, &c. And then, after a fulſome Character to each, much 
to the ſame Purpoſe, he makes a terrible Outcry that ſuch a 
worthy, Pains-taking Miniſter ſhould be ejected, and ſometimes 
denounces a Judgement, — But he does not take the leaſt No- 
tice that moſt of his Worthies were Intruders into Benefices at 
the ſame Time when the lawful Incumbents were deprived, plun- 
dered, impriſon'd, and ſtarving for want of Neceſſaries. 
But, in thoſe Days, to rebel was to help the Lord againſt the 
Mighty, and to plunder was to do the Work of the Lord faithfully. 
They had juſt the ſame Right to the Churches which they uſurp- 
ed, as OLIVER had to the Supream Government of the Three 
Kingdoms. And ſurely there is no Man, that has a Right and 
Property, but will endeavour to recover his own, and diſlodge 
a Thief and a Houſe-breaker, notwithſtanding his wrong Poſ- 
ſeſſion for ſome Time by the Hands of Violence. |

Of the Natibnal Phrenzy that poſſeſſed both Old and New 


England for a Seaſon, in proſecuting, torturing, and ex - 
 ecuting ſo many Men and Women, (more eſpecially the 

Aged and Decrepid of the latter Sex) for the ſuppoſed 
. Crime of Witchcraft. K * 6 


MUST here make a ſomewhat retrograde Motion, and 
ſtep a little backwards to the Reign of K. James the Firſt. 
There paſſed in this Kingdom Three Acts of Parliament a- 

gainſt Mitebes, the iſt in the 33d Year of K. Henry VIII. 
the 2d in the 5th oſ Q. Ex1zaszTH, and the 3d and laſt in the 
firſt Year of the Reign of K. James I. which is the only Sta- 
tute now in Force. 0 Car Ad 8 05 . 
K. Jamgs was a weak Prince, tis true, yet of good natural 

Parts, and had a ſmattering of Learning. But he had the Mis- 
fortune to be engaged in dark and difficult Subjects in his youn- 
ger Years, Before he was 20 he ventured to interpret the Re- 
velation. A forward Youth! About the 25th Year of his 
Age he wrote his Demonology, or the Doctrine of Devils and 
Witchcraft : And his Acceflion to the Crown of England a few 
Years after made the People very fond to read and admire the 
King's Book upon ſo curious a Subject; which, in all Probabi- 
lity, induced the Parliament, in the very firſt Year of his Reign, 
to enact a more rigorous Statute againſt Witches than was be- 
fore, and make it Felony. So that K. JAmEs ſeems to be the 
firſt Mover and Director in the Charge of the Statute. And 
the Tranſlation of the Bible being made ſoon after hath receiv'd 
ſome Phraſes that favour the vulgar Notions more than the old 
Tranſlation, as might be inſtanced in ſeveral Particulars. * 
K. James himſelf in his advanced Years grew more ſober and 
moderate about theſe Notions. © But, when Laws and Tran- 
flaions are fixed, tis a difficult Thing to change them, 

There were executed upon this Statute ſome Thouſands of 
both Sexes (of old Women eſpecially) in England and Scotland 
ſince the firſt enacting thereof to the Year 1682, when Three 
Women were hang'd at Exeter; and theſe were the laſt in Eng- 
land that ſuffered on account of Witchcraft. I do not find that 
many were proſecuted and put to Death in the Reign of K. 
Jams; but, at the breaking out of the Great Rebellion againſt 
his Son and Succeſſor, and in all OLIVER's Uſurpation, they

went to work with a Vengeance, and that both in Old and New 
England. i | | | 

The different Notions about Witchcraft have divided the 
World into two Parties in this and other Nations. One Party, 
with abundant Reaſon, ſuſpending their Belief of all that Power 
commonly afcribed unto Witches in — ſuch extraordinary 


Feats: The other Side believes all, and looks upon it as an Ar- 
gument of greater Faith and eloſer Adherence to the Holy Scrip- 
ture, and, without the leaſt Allowance of Charity, reckons the 
oppoſite Party as ſo many Atheiſts, Sadduces, and Infidels; but 
it admits of no Diſpute that there have been ſeveral Cheats and 
Impoſtures, and detected as ſuch in Perſons that pretended to 
be bewitched; and it is as doubtleſs alſo, that the greateſt 
Champions that have blotted Paper, to prove the Reality of 
Witchcraft, have, in a blind and enthuſiaſtic Zeal, but too of- 
ten ſhed abundance of innocent Blood, under pretence of do- 
ing the Work of the Lord. | 

I ſhall not meddle with the Arguments on either Side, but 
confine myſelf to the Diagneftics, i. e. the Symptoms, Marks, 
and Manner of Tryal, whereby, in the laſt Century, they pre- 
tended to diſcover Sorcery and Witchcraft ; which ridiculous” 
Practice (tho? fatal to the poor Sufferers) could have no Cloak 
to palliate, but a wrong Zeal, and an enthuſiaſtic Noddle. 

When any old Woman, &c. was ſuſpected of Witchcraft, 
<< ſhe was placed in the Middle of a Room upon a Stool or 
Table, eroſs-legg'd, or in ſome other uneaſy Poſture, to 
„ which-if ſhe ſubmitted not, ſhe is then bound with Cords. 
„ "There is ſhe watched and kept without Meat or Sleep for the 
«© Space of 24 Hours; for they ſay within that Time they 
„ ſhall ſee her Imps come and ſuck. A little Hole is likewiſe 
made in the Door for-the Imps to come in at; and, leſt they 
„ ſhould come in ſome leſs diſcernable Shape, they that watch 
are taught to be ever and anon ſweeping the Room, and, if 
<< they ſee any Spiders or Flies, to kill them, and, if they can- 
„not kill them, then they may be ſure they are her Imps. *' 
This cruel Treatment and barbarous Way of proceeding mult 
needs be an exceeding great Torture, To fit upon a Board 
with the Legs ty'd a-croſs muſt be as painful as riding upon the 
Wooden Horſe; and thus to continue 24 Hours without either 
Sleep or Suſtenance made the poor Creatures weary of Life, 
and, in the Extremity of Pain, to confeſs any Thing, tho' ever 
ſo innocent, in hopes of a preſent Relief. | 

Another Method to extort Confeſſion was keeping one awake 
for ſeveral Days and Nights without any Intermiſſion, till, Na- 

| ture 
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ture being quite ſpent, the poor harraſſed Creature ſpeaks any 
Thing that his inhuman Tormentors would ſuggeſt. Thus de- 
the Barbarians with the venerable Mr. Low Es, a very aged 
Cler gyman, who had been 50 Years Vicar of Brandeſton, in the 
County of Suffolk. He having incurr'd the Diſpleaſure of ſome 
of the Enthuſiaſtic Zealots of thoſe Days, they faſten upon him 
the high Crime of Sorcery. Being apprehended, (being then 
Four-ſcore Years of Age, and very infirm) they firſt put him 
to the then uſual Tryal of Swimming; and being convict by that, 
they kept him awake for ſeveral Days and Nights without any 
Reſpite, and ran him backward and forward about the Room 
until he was out of Breath ; then they reſted a little, (when tir'd 
themſelves) and then at him again. And this they did for two 
or three Days and Nights ſucceſſively, till they made the little 
Remainder of his Life a Burthen to him, as any one may judge 
by ſuch execrable Uſage. By this Barbarity they extorted a 
Confeſſion from bim, when he was not ſenſible of what he ſaid 
or did, Nature being quite ſpent; and then in Triumph they led 
him to Execution, and he was hang'd in the Year 1646. 
The cenſorious Mr. Bax rER, as his Manner is, makes very 
invidious Reflections on this poor Gentleman's Sufferings. For, 
tho' he did in general ſpirit: on theſe Proſecutions, yet, in the 
hard Fate of this Epi ſcapal Divine, he ſeems more than ordina- 
rily to glory. Among the reſt (ſays he) an old reading Par- 
„ fon, named Lowes, was one that was hanged, who confeſ- 
<« fed that he had two Imps, that one of them was always put- 
*< ting him on doing Miſchief, and he being near the Sea, as he 
« ſaw a Ship under Sail, it moved him to ſend him to fink the 
<« Ship, and he conſented, and ſaw the Ship ſink before him.“ * 
Theſe are his own Words: And who after reading this but muſt 
acknowledge that his Malice had got the Maſtery over his Rea- 
fon? Firſt he ſhews his Teeth by calling him a Reading Par- 
fon- in diſtin Characters; that is, I ſuppoſe, becauſe of his 
reading the Common-Prayer,,'oz| reading, his Sermons, or a Ho- 
mily, either of which was the Characteriſtie of a Malignant in 
thoſe Days of Anarchy. Then he tells the moſt Romantic 
Story that ever fill'd a Legend, that an Imp that he kept aſked 
Leave to ſink a Ship, which, by the Parſon's Conſent, it imme- 
diately perſormed. Now we may well ſuppoſe that in this Ship 
were a good Number of People about their lawful Occaſions, 
and many Families at Land depending upon it for their Liveli- 
hood. And can any Man in his Senſes believe (but R. BaxTER, 
and Men of the ſame gloomy Temper with himſelf) that God 
Almighty would ſuffer ſo many Souls. to periſh at the Humour of 
| 3 8 c an 
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an Imp, if there is or was ſuch a Creature in Rerum Natura ! 
They pretended it was ſomething in the Shape of a Rat, a Mole, 
a Toad, a Spider, a Fly, or whatever Form the Spirit did aſſume, 
which the Witches kept in private to execute their Commands. 
As to what he ſays to the old Clergyman's Canfeffion, that is 
accounted for already ; and, when out of the mercileſs Hands of 
his Tormentors, he maintained his Innocency to the laſt Mo- 
ments of his Life. | | 2 
Another Way of apa, Witchcraft was by ſearching 
every Part of the Body for Teats, and ſome Special Marks. 
Now the firſt of theſe may very naturally be accounted for, as 
being a Species of the Verrucæ pen/iles, or Warts which in old 
Age grow large and pendulous; and the other, to be nothing 
elſe but either ſcorbutic Spots, or a Mole. And tis a hard 
Caſe that a Man ſhould be judged a Wizard, and ſuffer an ig- 
nominious Death, for having ſuch a Mark upon his Skin. —— 
But then, to make ſure Work of it, if none of theſe Marks 
did appear, the dernier Reſort was that of Swimming. The Per- 
ſon to be ſwam had his or her Thumbs and "Toes ty'd cloſe by a 
Cord; and then a Rope being faſtened about the Middle of the 
ſuppoſed Wizard or Witch, one End of the Rope is held by 
ſome Man on one Side of the River, and the other End by ano- 
ther Man on the other Side; and if the ſuſpected Perſon did 
ſwim, that was a preſumptive Proof of his or her being a Wi- 
zard or a Witch; but, if he or ſhe did ſink, then the Conſe- 
quence only was drowning. And K. James (amongſt his other 
Impertinences) was ſo lilly as to pretend to give a Reafon for this, 
ſuch as it is, That, as ſuch Perſons have renounced their Baptiſm 
by Water, fo the Water refuſes te receive them. Whereas any one 
in his right Senſes may eafily perceive, that this depended en- 
tirely on the Management of the Rope-pullers ; for, if the 
Rope was held tight, then the unhappy Perſon would be kept 
afloat, and ſo reſerved to a more cruel Fate, to be burnt or 
hang'd ; but, if the Rope was ſlackened, then the poor W retch 
would fink and be drown'd. | To 
There were in thoſe Days of Iniquity, viz. in the Yea 
1644, 45, Sc. Enthuſiaſtic Vagrants that ſtrolled about the 
Country from one Place to another, cailed /F:tch-finders, the 
Principal of which Gang was one MATTHEW HorKins, of 
Mainingtree, in Eſſex. Now, if any one had a Grudge againſt 
his Neighbour, it was only giving a Reward to the Miich-finder, 
and he would be ſearched for Teats, &c. and, if no one of their 
Symptoms did ſhew a ſufficient Evidence, then the laſt Proof 
was Swimming. And it ig very remarkable, that, after this in- 
famous Zealot, MaT, Hoek INS, had practiſed his Art for fo 


many 
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many Years, to the Deſtruction of ſo many innocent People, 
he at laſt became ſuſpected of Witchcraft himſelf, and was put 
to the ſame Iryal as he put others to, of tying his Thumbs and 
Toes, and toſſed into a Pool, where he ſwam too, which was 
taken for a ſufficient Proof; and he was accordingly condemn'd 
and advanc'd to the Gallows, as he well deſerved it. To 
_ the ingenious Mr. BuTLER, Author of Hudibras, does

The Proſecution in Næw-England was carry'd on with a more 
vehement Zeal yet, being inſtigated thereto chiefly by the Wri- 
ting of old Mr. Corron MATHER.

C. M. jun. no longer ſince than the Year 1696, wrote a Book 
about Witches, and ſent it over to England to be printed ; and 
Mr. BaxTER recommended it by a Preface, And, the Year 
after, Mr. B. wrote another of his own on the ſame Subject; 
and, to retaliate the Kindneſs, Mr. MATHER recommended 
his, and diſperſed it over the Province, with this Character, (to 
uſe his own Phraſe) as a Book ungainſayable. | 

Upon this there were Executions upon Executions ; and, if 
this Spirit of Infatuation, that was worked into a new Ferment 
by the Leaven of thoſe Books, had raged ſome Time longer, 
the whole Province might have been near depopulated. Whole 
Families of the better Sort fled for their Lives as from the Plague. 
One of their Miniſters was hanged, who, upon the Ladder, pro- 
teſted his Innocence in the moſt ſolemn Manner. No Body's 
Life was ſafe during the too fatal Influence of this Spiritual 
Phrenzy. It would be abundantly too tedious to enumerate .

unleſs it be the afore-mention'd Major WEVYER ; that was exe- 
cuted in Scotland in 1670, and a Woman, of Huntingdonſhire, in 
New-England, whoſe tory „„ 7. Tr erty 
„ At St. Ives in Huntingdonſbire (ſays the Author of the 
&« Scourge) lived a Woman, not many Y ears ago, 'whoſe Name 
4 do not well remember, tho* many in that Place very well 
© do. She was one of thoſe who, for Diſtinction, were called 
« Puritans, a great Follower of the Preſbyterian: Doctrine, a 
« conſtant —— of Godly Meetings and Religious Exer- 
* ciſes. This Woman came to be ſo eminent, eſpecially in 
the Grft of Prayer, that ſhe was generally admired and look d 
«© upon as a Saint of the firſt Magnitude. The Noiſe of her 
Fame, and the Boaſts of her Party, brought many Miniſters 
<< in the adjacent Countries to hear her pray; which ſhe did in 
that raviſhing Manner, that they never parted from het 
“ without an Exceſs of Admiration and Aſtoniſhment. After 
© ſome Time, for what Reaſon I am not able to determine, this 
holy Siſter went over to New-England, as about the ſame Time 
* many others did for Liberty of Conſcience. For a while ſhe 
«< was there in the greateſt Eſteem and Height of Reputation: 

„ But the Devil owed her a Shame; and. ſhe became at laſt ſuſ- 
<«< pected and accuſed for a Witeh, and, being brought to a 
6 Tryal, confeſſed her Guilt, and that her Contract with the 
© Devil was, That, in lieu of her Soul, which ſhe made over to 
* him, he ſhould afſift her with the Gift of Extempore Prayer, 

After which Confeſſion, Sentence paſt upon her, and ſhe was 

„ accordingly executed as a moſt abominable Sorcereſs.” +

| H E cloſer any National Church follows the Rule of Faith 
| . _ contained in Holy Scripture, and the nearer Approaches

. 'dox and Apoſtolical it is, as a Copy in the Hands of a good Ar- 
„ tiſt bears a nigh Reſemblance to the Original. Now, Quate- 
rin is the very Reverſe of this, as a Glaſs ſo contrived as to re- 
preſent all Objects topſy-turvy.

The 
Quakers altogether reject Water-Baptiſm, and neither baptize 
the Adult or Infants. The Church of Chrift in every Age did 
partake of Bread and Wine, conſecrated in a ſolemn Manner for 
that Uſe, in commemoration of the Paſſion of Chrift, in Obedi- 
ence to his Command, Do this in Remembrance off me.

vate. This Duty the Quakers wholly lay aſide, and commonly 
ridicule thoſe that are conſcientious in performing it. Nor, in- 
deed, do the Quakers in their public Meetings ever make Con- 
feſſion of Sin, or aſk the Forgiveneſs of it: Such is their vain 
and high Conceit of their Sinleſs Perfection 
This is a Truth ſo notorious, inſomuch that ſeveral well- 
meaning People, having been ſeduced by their Artiſice to join 
with them, in not hearing Confeſſion of Sin and aſking Forgive- 
neſs of it for ſome Years ſucceſſively, ' have at length, by coal 
Reflection on the Caſe, came to themſelves again, recover, and 
eſcape out of the Snare. And it is a known Obſervation, that 
no Quaſter was ever known to die with a Lord: have Mercy upon 
him in his Mouth. And a Puaker is ſcarce ever known either 
to aſk a. Bleſſing upon his Food before he. takes it, or return 
Thanks for it, after he has done; but they haſtily fall to it like ſo 
many Brutes. Several other Particulars might be inftanced, 
which here for Brevity's Sake are omitted. 55 
Now, herein lies the Quaker's Enthuſiaſm, that being but a 
2 novel Sect, ſprung up no longer ſince than the Year 1650, 
they impiouſly pretend to be wiſer than all Antiquity, than all 
the pureſt.

The Principle of the Qua bers is all 
Enthuſiaſm, ſays the learned and pious Mr. L ESL, there never 
was any Enthuſiaſm in the World that exceeded it, —— Now, 
which is the more eligible, the Doctrine of IESsuS CHRIST, his 
Apoſtles, and the Apoſtolical Ages, or the Doctrine of GEORGE 
Fox, in direct Oppoſition to the ſame? Which is the ſafeſt 
Path for a Chriſtian to tread in? If the former Doctrine be 
true and genuine, (as undoubtedly it is) then, by neceſlary 
Conſequence, the latter muſt be falſe and ſpurious. 10 
Who can refrain from Indignation (ſays the above moſt ex- 
cellent Writer) to ſee ſuch a conceited, ſenſeleſs, moſt ignorant, 
and blaſphemous Crew, deſtitute of common — * or 
Shame, gravely ſet up themſelves above all the glorious Lights 
of the Church, Confeſſors, and Martyrs, ever ſince the Apo- 
ſtles, whom they damn as Apoſtates, as their execrable Father, 
G. Fox, ſaid in his Great Myſtery, p. 89, That the Qua- 
** ters have a Spirit given them beyond all the Forefathers ſince 
*© the Days of the Apoſtles.” * And THOMAS ELILIwoon 
complains of G. KEI TR, that he has done the Qua lers wrong, 
vig. that, in comparing the Books of Friends to the —_ of

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them called the Greet and Latin Fathers, he has not done as a 
Friend and a Brother, but as an Enemy, in ſuppoſing Friends“ 
Books to have been written by no better Guidance, or clearer 
Sight, than their's who lived and wrote in thoſe dar# Times. 
Now, that the Quakers had no Being or Exiſtence in any 
Part of the Chriſtian World beyond the ſaid Era of 1650 is 
acknowledged by their own moſt noted Writers. Jos EFH W y- 
ETH, in his Anſwer to the Snake; makes this Confeſſion, At 
the firt of the War, which was 1642, (as he expreſſes it) there 
was no ſuch Thing as a Duaker ſpoke of or heard of. * This Jo- 
SEPH, tis true, was but a Journeyman Linen-Draper, yet all 
the Quakers Strength was exerted in what they put forth under 
his Name. And it is a ſtated Rule among them to let no Book 
of their's be printed *till it has undergone the Cenſure, and ob- 
tain'd the Approbation, of their ſecond Day's Meeting, which 
conſiſts only of their Preachers, or Holders-fotth. To the ſame 
Effect writes ED. BuRRoUGHs in his Preface to G. Fox his 
Great Myſtery, printed in 1659, oO oe 
Having thus fixed the Origin of Quakeriſm, which was at a 
Time (the Church being pulled down) when the vileſt and moſt 
monſtrous and numerous Spawn of multifarious Sects, that ever 
the bottomleſs Pit belched out, broke looſe among us, as a juſt 
Puniſhment of Schiſm and Rebellion, I ſhall now- give a more

This G. Fox was a poor Mechanic, of ſo dull and heavy 


Parts, yet fierce an ſullen, that he was ſcarce Maſter of Com- 
mon Senſe, and ſo deſtitute of Erudition, that he could ſcarce 
write, tho' his Name is ſet to Abundance. of Puaker-Books. He 
was at firſt a Herding- Boy to look after Cattle, and then he got 
acquainted with one JN HinKs, another Shepherd, who, in 


the Beginning of the Rebellion, had imbibed the mad Princi- 


ples of a Sect called Ranters, and made G. Fox, as they herded 
together, a Proſelyte to his wild Opinions. Yogi) 

. Theſe Ranters allowed themſelves in all manner of Exceſſes 
which their carnal Appetites prompted them to, and impiouſly 
pretended they committed all their wicked Actions for the Ho- 
nour of God, whoſe Grace, as they, maintained, was more il- 
luſtrated in pardoning the Sins of the Elect, for which he would 


damn other Men; that the greater their Sins were, the greater 


was God's Glory in pardoning them; that God did not take 
Notice of the outward Actions of his choſen Servants, he only 
looked upon the Heart; finally, that to the Pure all is pure. As

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dlafphemous and as impious as this Doctrine is, yet it was in ef- 
ſect eſpouſed and vindicated by Men of great Names, that from 
Preſbyterians had warped into Antinomianſm, ſuch as Vincent, 
Crise, Jacoms, &c. For they held and taught, . That 
« CHRIST in our Stead had fo fulfilled the whole Law as to 
« merit Heaven for the moſt profligate and wicked Sinner, con- 
« tinuing as ſuch; that Moral Virtues are Signs of a carnal 
Mind eſtranged from the true Deſign of Chriſtianity, and 
<« that Religion conſiſted chiefly in mags, = CHR1sT,. but not 
te in keeping his Commandments.** * They then invented a 
Sort of amorous Divinity, exhorting their Auditors abave all 
Things to be in Love with CHRIST, to roll upon him, to clafp 
their Arms about his Neck, to run unto his Embraces, to ki/5 
him, and a great deal more of. ſuch luſcious Talk. | 
But to return from this Digreſſion to G. Fox, who, as he 
herded together with J. HIN RS, whilſt a Stripling, was firſt in- 
| fected with the looſe and impure Tenets of the Renters. He 
was afterwards put an Apprentice to a Shoemaker, but roſe no 
higher than a Jaurneyman. Then it was, being weary of his 
Trade to get a Livelihood in an honeſt Way, that he improv'd 
on the Principles of the Renters, by ſuper-adding ſeveral of his 
own peculiar N2/trums, ſo as to be the diſtinguiſhing Charac - 
teriſtic of the Se& he was ſetting up.

Ltho' the Cameronians be rigid Covenanters, and ſtrictiy ad- 
here to the Inftitutions of CaLvin, even to Superſti- 
tion, yet, becauſe of ſame peculiar extravagant No- 
tions, they are not altogether owned by the eſtabliſhed Xirł of 
Scotland. A Fierceneſs of Temper, a Coptouſneſs of long Sermons, 
and much longer Prayers, and à Grace before and after. Meat of 4 
Full Hour's Continuance, came te be the chief Diſtindtian of the 
Party. * They were ſo named from one RICHARD. Cant- 
RON, a noted Field-Preacher, and a valiant Champion of the 
Kirk Militant, who was flain at Arres-Moſs Anno 1681, with 
his Sword in his Hand as he fell, fighting courageouſly for the 
Doctrine of Reſiſtance and the Covenant.

This was a Time when the Duke of York was at Scotland, who

affecting Popularity, he commenced an itinerant or circumfe- 
raneous Holder-forth, and inſtill'd very dangerous Opinions into 
the Minds of the Populace ; which afterwards proved of fatal 
Conſequence both to himſelf and turbulent Followers.

The above- mentioned 
CARGIL was alſo taken Priſoner, with many others of that mad 
Sect, (as Biſhop Bux RET exprefly calls them) who all ſuffered 
with fq particular an Obige that, tho* the Duke, out of 
his Clemency, ſent them a Pardon on the Scaffold if they would 
only. ſay, God bleſs the King, yet they refuſed the Offer with 
Contempt.

© noble Scorn, was great and firm to the laſt. The Cruelty of 
© his Enemies raiſed Horror in ſober People; and the Triumphs 
« that the Preachers made upon this Oceaſion rendered them odi- 
© ous,” as they well deſerved to be, being a Knot of —

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minded Villains and public Incendiaries. Thus fell this ill Hri- 
ous Hero by the Hands of Brutes and Barbarians ; and that which 
does ſtill aggravate the Heinouſneſs of this execrable Murder is, 
not only that the Margueſs acted by the King's Special War- 
rant, but that the Scots had two Commiſſioners, vix. the Earls of 
Caſſiles and Lothian at that very Time at the Hague, treating 
with the King about his Reſtoration.

I ſhall not trace the Cameronians in their ſeveral Inſurrections 
againſt the Government, to which their ſeditious Teachers al- 
ways ſpirited them on, when there was the leaſt Probability of 
Succeſs ; for their Principle was, that Dominion is founded on 
Grace. I ſhall only take Notice further of that almoſt unparal- 
lell'd Act of Barbarity in murdering Dr. SHARP, Archbiſhop of 
St. Andrew's, who was the Second of that Sacred Character, ſince 
the Reformation, that fell a Sacrifice to Preſbyterian Rage. 
This unhappy Man (unhappy, indeed, in his tragical End by 
the bloody Hands of Cannibals) was a Native of Scotland, 


brought up a Preſbyterian, and maintained by them, as ſuch, a 
conſiderable Time in England; but, after mature Deliberation, 


having quitted that Party and conforming, he was, ever ſince, 
the Butt and Object of their Malice and Fury, more eſpecially 
ſince he was advanced to the Epiſcopal Dignity._——As he was

going into his Coach in July 1668, one of the enthuſiaſtic Ban- 


ditti, named MiTcCHEL, (noted for a fierce and ſavage Tem- 


per) came up and diſcharged a Piſtol at him, but miſſing him, 
it ſhatter'd the Biſhop of Or#ney's Arm, that ſtood juſt by, but 
whether he dy'd of the Wound I am not informed.

They were bloody- 
minded enough lett to themſelves; but much more ſo when their 
furious bigotted Teachers ſpirited them on as doing the Lord's 
Work effectually in deſtroying an Apoſtate to his former Princi- 
ples, and an Areh-Enemy of Chriſt and the Covenant, As they 
had continual Spies to give them Intelligence, ſo at laſt, as he 
was returning from an Aſſembly of State without his Servants, 
(his Daughter being the only Per | with him in the Coach) a 
Party of theſe. Hell-Hyunds attack d him, and, becauſe they 
found him unattended, they, in their mad, enthuſiaſtic Notions, 


concluded aſſuredly that God had now delivered their greateſt 


Enemy into their Hands: Whereupon ſeven of them rode up to 
the Coach, and one firing a Piſtol at him, which burnt his Gown, 
but did him no Harm, they fancy'd, that, as he eſcaped Mir- 


 CHEL's, Fire, he had ſome Charm, or Magical Spell, to ſecure 


him againft Shot ; ſo they diſmounted, dragg'd him out of the

And on January the gth' they erect their Standard, and - 
with diſplay d Colours march well-armed without Oppoſition to 
Biſhopſgate, where they proclaimed King IEs us, and diſperſed a- 
mong the Populace (as many as dare approach near) a printed 
Declaration, intitled, The Daor of Hope opened; but, in Effect, 
it proved a Trap-Deor of Deſtruction. Upon this, ſome of 
the T rained Bands were ordered forthwith to attack them, to 
prevent further Miſchief ; but, as they approached near, their 
Courage fell, and they ſhamefully retreated to the Main-Guard. 
They then proceeded triumphantly. to the Gate-Houſe, VENNER 
being armed with a Murrion on his Head and a Halbert in his 
Hand, and commanded the Priſoners (the Holy Brethren that were

embarked in the ſame Cauſe) to be ſet at Liberty, otherwiſe all 
Oppoſers ſhould feel 'the Weight of his Indignation, to their 
utter Ruin.

| is is the Character in brief of the Three French Camiſars 
that ſo much impoſed upon this Nation in the Vear 1706, Ce. 
They held ſeveral Conſultations in Montpelier how to act the 
Impoſture in England, and there began to practiſe in ſecret, viz. 
to have violent Agitations and Diſtortions in their Limbs, to foam 
at the Mouth, &c. which, by long Uſage, they could do at Plea- 
ſure. I ſhall now proceed to give ſome Account of their Diabo- 
lical Proceedings here, whereby they got ſo many Admurers and 
Proſelytes too, yea even ſome Perſons of Diſtinction. On their 
firſt Arrival in Londen they addreſſed themfelves' to the French 
Church at the Savey, pretending to be Refugee, and, by the 
means of the above-mentioned ſurreptitious 'Certificates, they 
eaſily got Admittance; but their Craft and Hypocriſy ſoon broke 
out, and, as ſoon as it reached the Ears of the Biſhop of Lon- 
don, who kept a watchful Eye over his Dioceſs, (as did alfo his 
very worthy Succeſſor, and the preſent moſt learned and every- 
way . accompliſhed Prelate, Dr. SHERLOCK) he wrote to the 
Conſiſtory at the Savoy, to examine into their Conduct; which 
was accordingly done.
